INEQUITY 


MUCH HAS BEEN MADE of Minnesota s 
scary income inequality between blacks 
and whites, which makes us look like Klans- 
men with better access to dentistry. But we 
may not be as racist as originally thought. 

The state’s black population grew by 
40,000 in just the past four years. Many 
of those people come from Liberia, Ethiopia, 
and Somalia. They’re younger than the aver¬ 
age Minnesotan and often struggle with the 
language, meaning they’re less equipped to 
navigate the cutthroat glories of capitalism. 

In other words, they’re not much differ¬ 
ent than the white immigrants who arrived 
a century ago. So while our racial divide 
is real, it might be wise to delay erecting 
that Jefferson Davis statue on Nicollet Mall. 


A NEW STUDY CASTS DOUBT on the belief 
that pot contributes to IQ loss in adoles¬ 
cents. It spent years examining 1,600 sets 
of twins in Minnesota and California who 
were exposed to the same environment 
and even lived in the same homes. 

While their weed use varied from none to 
daily, kids who smoked indeed lost points 
on IQ tests. But the drop didn’t change 
much between those who experimented 
and those who had a standing appointment 
with their bong. 

Most surprising: Even those who abstained 
completely experienced similar declines on 
intelligence tests. Though the study is by 
no means definitive, feel free to use it as 
justification to your heart’s content.

GO POLLUTION! 

Big Ag wins again in the right to soil state waters 



Buffers are critical to protecting Minnesota’s water, much of 
which is already too polluted for swimming. 


P rivate drainage ditches snake 
through Minnesota’s farmland. 
These man-made tributaries collect 
rainwater and irrigation runoff, 
which carry liquid hog manure, industrial 
fertilizers, and pesticides. And that winds 
up in our lakes and streams. 

It’s the sort of water you wouldn’t want 
to immerse yourself in without a wetsuit 
and a snorkel. 

Lastyear the MinnesotaPollution Control 
Agency released a startling report declaring 
half of Minnesota’s lakes unfit for swim¬ 
ming or recreation. Gov. Mark Dayton 
responded by pushing for buffers to help 
shield waterways from ag runoff 
He proposed a mandatory 50-foot buffer, 
a strip of grass that would help trap the bac¬ 
teria and nutrients from farm runoff before 
it washed into the ditches. Big Aglobb 3 dsts 
balked. There would be lost profits from 
sacrificing land to water-purifying buffers. 


So House Republicans whittled down 
that buffer to a meager 16.5 feet. They 
shuttled their weakened bill through a 
special committee. It passed behind closed 
doors and under the cover of night. 

Even though it was an abortion of the 
democratic process, and even as he cringed 
at its eviscerated final version, Da 5 Ton 
signed the buffer bill into law. Then he no 
doubt put that painful memory behind him 

Until last week. 

It turns out there’s still one thing Repub¬ 
licans didn’t get quite right. They didn’t 
realize the buffer law would apply to private 
drainage ditches. And they’re holding this 
year’s bonding bill hostage to make sure 
private ditches—the ones coursingthrough 
all those corn fields and behind the giant 
hog barns — are exempt from the rules. 

Last Friday, Dayton released a hangdog 
statement, capitulating ‘'with great reluc¬ 
tance” to the demands of the hijackers, who 


threatened to block funding for other clean 
water projects if farmers were barred from 
the right to pollute. 

The governor added that he is “deeply 
disappointed” by the reversal of a “modest 
agreement.” 

The agreement was certainly modest. 
Many, including Minnesota Environmental 
Partnership’s executive director Steve Morse, 


believe the bill was already substantially 
weakened last legislative session. 

Dayton is gearing up for infrastructure 
improvements to keep Minnesota from 
becoming the next Flint, Michigan. But 
before the legislative session has even begun. 
House Republicans are making clear that 
they will do most anything to protect Big 
Ag.

Dred and Harriet Scott 
of Fort Snelling 

The worst Supreme Court decision ever is a love story. 


N o one recorded the date the 
two slaves were wed sometime 
around 1836. There is no story of 
howtheir union came to be. Most 
likely it was arranged by the master of the 
wife, a woman named Harriet Robinson. 

She was just 17, and was married to a 
short, 40-year-old man named Etheldred. 
We know him as Dred Scott. 

They were born in Virginia and eventu¬ 
ally transported separately to an isolated 
outpost in the unsettled northwest called 
Fort Snelling. 

Under the Missouri Compromise, slavery 
was supposed to be outlawed in new terri¬ 
tories outside the South. But in Minnesota, 
it was not only allowed. It was induced. 

The army had to convince soldiers to 
relocate to a frigid place inhabited almost 
exclusively by native tribes, where a freez¬ 
ing Mississippi River locked off supplies 
for months on end. So the military gave 
members a stipend to help pay for the slaves 
they took to the frontier. 

Since neither Dred nor Harriet ever 
learned to read or write, little is known 
about their time here. They served an army 
surgeon, providing his meals and washing 
his laundry, retiring each night to their own 
small living quarters. The newl 5 weds’ one- 
room home had stone walls, wood floors, a 
fireplace, and a stove to keep them warm. 

After receiving postings in a number 
of different locations. Dr. John Emerson 
moved his family and their slaves to St. 
Louis. It was there, in 1846, that the Scotts 


sued for their freedom. They argued that 
their time in free territory at Fort Snelling 
should have liberated them and their two 
young daughters. 

Such suits were not uncommon, and 
sometimes actually worked. The Scotts 
were the first to file as a married couple. 

Instead of running from bondage, hus¬ 
band and wife appealed to reason. They put 
their faith in a system that had little belief

in them as humans. But they never had a 
chance, either in Missouri or at the US. 
Supreme Court 11 years later. A 7-2 ruling 
found that the Scotts and their daughters 
were not people, but property. 

Their lawyer said the judges heard these 
arguments with “ears stuffed sixty years 
with cotton.” Dred, a man of few words, 
proclaimed the legal process a “whole heap 
of trouble.” 

The case inflamed a divided nation, and 
signaled that slavery could expand into 


America’s new territories. Four years later 
we were at war. 

The cities of Minneapolis, St. Paul, and 
St. Anthony had seen waves of abolitionist 
migrants from the East Coast, and many 
fought heroically for the North in the 
Civil War. 

In 1868, before the 15th Amendment, 
Minnesota became the first state to pass a 
black suffrage bill, doing so by popular vote. 
A year later, it ended school segregation 
and started putting black men on juries. 

“The Minnesota attitude of pride with 
regard to race is legitimate, and well- 
founded,” says Bill Green, the preeminent 
historian of black life in this state. “But 
it’s not quite complete.” 

The Scotts were in fact freed, but only 
out of embarrassment. Their owner’s 
widow remarried a liberal abolitionist 
congressman from Massachusetts. When 
the court ruled in slavery’s favor, he saw to 
it that their freedom was bought, instead 
of given to them. The Scotts were sold 
to Henry Taylor Blow, a prominent Mis¬ 
souri abolitionist and son of Dred’s original 
owner. The younger Blow quickly filed 
paperwork to free the family. 

Scott spent his final days as a celebrity, 
hired as a doorman at a St. Louis hotel. A 
news story from 1857 found him laughing 
at “the fuss” made over him in D.C. He 
busied his spare time transporting the 
clothes his wife washed in her job as a 
laundress. 

Dred knew he could have toured the 



country, earning thousands of dollars in 
appearance fees as Dred Scott, the man who 
fought slavery. But, he told reporters, “He 
will stick to his mistress as long as he lives.” 

It wasn’t long. Scott succumbed to tuber¬ 
culosis in 1858, about a year after the high 
court ruled he was a material asset, and 
not a man. 

Harriet wanted none of the attention. 
When newspapermen came calling on Dred 
a few months after the ruling, they found 
Harriet a smart, skeptical woman, fiercely 
protective of her husband. Their story called 
Harriet “the legitimate owner of Dred.” 

Mrs. Scott was no one’s victim, and did not 
want charity. Easy money was “the devil’s 
work.” She earned a living washing clothes, 
kept to herself, and lived to see her younger 
daughter give birth to agrandchild, bom free. 

Harriet died in 1876, and was placed in 
an unmarked grave, far off from the more 
prominent placement awarded to her hus¬ 
band. Just a few years ago, historians deter¬ 
mined that her remains were in a large, St. 
Louis-area graveyard reserved for slaves. 
They picked a plot, and gave Harriet Scott 
her due on the grave marker.

V ivian Mims strides down the 
stairs at the Seward Co-op’s 
Friendship Store to scoop up 
a shopper in a tremendous hug. 
She pulls back and beams. It’s a smile 
that makes popping in for a carton of 
eggs feel like a life-affirming experience. 

The shopper says something. Mims 
lets out a full-bodied laugh that radiates 
all the way back to the meat counter. 
She stops to help a young cashier with 
the register before shepherding another 
customer through the new space. 

Stumble bleary-eyed over the threshold 
of this south Minneapolis grocery store, 
and Vivian will swoop in to lead you to 


the coffee aisle before you can shake the 
snow from your coat. ‘Whatcha’ looking 
for?” she’ll say with the easy manner of 
a close friend — genuine, not cloying. 

A few more visits and you’ll notice that 
Mims is seemingly ever 5 rwhere at once, 
that her good mood is permanent. Her 
ebullience is likely what got her crowned 
the first black homecoming queen at the 
University of Minnesota in 1979. It’s 
undoubtedly what got her this job. 

Before this she spent years in account¬ 
ing, burying her head in ledgers until the 
truth was too obvious to ignore: ‘T am a 
people person,” she says. 

So she surrounds herself with people 


now. When the Friendship Store opened 
in south Minneapolis, Mims was wisely 
chosen as the front-end manager, the 
welcoming committee, the personal¬ 
ity behind the mission. Bringing good, 
sometimes pricey food to a neighbor¬ 
hood starved for grocery options takes 
finesse and cooperation. It takes com¬ 
munity building that begins with Mims’ 
wide open arms. 

The teenage cashiers turn to her for 
guidance. ‘T want to make them feel safe 
and build up their self-esteem,” she says. 
“Some of them have been through tough 
times. If anyone can offer them that it’s 
me because I’ve also been through dark 


times.” 

She doesn’t like to talk about the depths 
of these dark times. She’s now 12 years into 
recovery and a mother of two daughters, 
one working on her master’s in public 
health at the University of Minnesota, 
the other a nurse delivering babies in 
South Carolina. 

She glows when she lists her daughters’ 
accomplishments. Summa Cum Laude. 
Phi Beta Kappa. 

“Sometimes I look at them and I think, 
‘Who are you and where did you come 
from?’” 

We know exactly where they came 

from. -HANNAH SAYLE

S arah Edwards doesn’t just engage 
in small acts of generosity. She 
founded a charity based on the 
notion. 

I AM Kindness, her nonprofit, began 
as a volunteer group promoting random 
acts of altruism. One of their first efforts 
involved putting together care packages 
for Metro Transit bus drivers. The inspi¬ 
ration came from a member of the I AM 
Kindness Facebook group who regularly 
rode the bus. 

“We did it guerrilla-style,” Edwards 
recounts. They hit up Costco for goodies, 
which included juice boxes, candy bars, 
and trail mix, and put together bags with 
a note thanking each driver for their hard, 
often underappreciated work. The group 
then split up, randomly bestowing drivers 
with a gift. The surprise was well-received, 
if a bit unexpected. 

“Many were genuinely shocked that 
someone thought of them and took the 
time,” she says. 

High from the joy they created, I AM 
Kindness continued to expand, doing 
ambush makeovers for residents at retire¬ 
ment homes. Then came a fashion show at 
the Varsity Theater, dubbed I AM Fabulous, 
where non-models like single moms and 
seniors were pampered, celebrated, and 
sent down a runaway. 

“My favorite thing is making all people 
feel valued and important,” Edwards says. 
“I know that can sound kinda cheesy, but 
I think we often put the wrong people 
in the spotlight. Or, not wrong, but the 
expected people.” 

One of I AM Kindness’ bigger hap¬ 
penings is an annual party where artists 
barter for the sale of their pieces. They 
don’t exchange money. Instead, buyers 
agree to pay for the piece with a do-good 
act determined by the artist — like walk¬ 
ing neglected dogs at a shelter, donating 
time at an art gallery, and giving a cat a 
new home. 

“My favorite part is that money has no 
value,” Edwards says. “Anyone — from 
executives to someone with no money — 
can have the same experience. It evens 
everyone out for an evening.” 

She’s also the founder of annual Twin 
Cities talent showcases I AM MPLS! and 
I AM ST. PAUL! And then there’s I AM 
Rescued, which aims to find homes for 
rescue animals. She’s even had a hand 
in the revival of Fashion Week MN, a 
weeklong celebration featuring runway 
parties, trunk shows, and other pop-up 
happenings. 

Edwards is currently working on aback- 
to-school anti-bullying event, which will 
celebrate unique style and creativity. 

“One of the things with I AM Kindness 
is that it’s about doing things, but it’s also a 
state of mind,” she says. “There are simple 
ways you can go out of your way for some¬ 
one. Just be mindful.” -jessicaarmbruster

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I f you want to see Tom Loftus light 
up, mention these two things: music 
and mini-golf. 

The 38-year-old Coon Rapids native 
gets audibly excited rattling off obscure 
band names, which you might expect 
from his involvement with Modern Radio 
Record Label. That’s the indie imprint 
he launched fresh out of St. John’s Uni¬ 
versity in 2000. 

‘T liked having this place where every¬ 
body could come together — ah of the 
weirdos that were really sharp and really 
interesting but nobody was paying atten¬ 
tion to,” Loftus says. ‘Tt was born out 
of my interest to be part of this magic.” 

Modern Radio was never a plausible 
day job. “You could make money doing 
ah sorts of legal and illegal things way 
easier.” Nevertheless, he poured his excite¬ 
ment into the project, bringing the world 
smart bands like Killsadie, STNNNG, 
and Fury Things. 

His other passion surfaced around the 
time he met partner Robin Schwartzman 
at the Northern Spark arts fest. Loftus 
had recently traded his boozy, rock ’n’ 
roll late nights for the kitschy, pastoral 
pleasures of mini-golf. After a first date 
with Schwartzman at Big Stone Mini 
Golf in Minnetrista, the pair discovered 
a mutual love for the sport. 

The lovebirds wrote about mini-golf 
for their blog, A Couple of Putts, and for 
the Walker Art Center magazine. They 
would even help design arty putt-putt 
holes for the museum’s annual Artist- 
Designed Mini Golf course. 

Through the surreal fortune of the 
great cosmic putter in the sky, Loftus 
and Schwartzman — an artist with expe¬ 
rience in fabrication — were presented 
with an unusual opportunity in 2014: an 
invite to help students design prototype 
mini-golf holes at the Virginia Common¬ 
wealth University satellite campus in... 
Doha, Qatar? 

“We get over there and it was just a 
total trip,” Loftus says of the artists-in- 
residence stint. Working with the eager, 
risk-taking, iPhone-toting Middle East¬ 
erners was fascinating, he says, and ran 
counter to stereotypes perpetuated by 
Western media. “We could see this game 
was bringing imagination and excited 
people together.” 

Which is exactly the thread that ties 
Loftus’ far-flung pursuits together. 

“There’s so much working in the world 
that feels overwhelming and shitty and 
drives people apart,” he says. “To be a 
part of those things that do the exact 
opposite of that is really important to me. 
That’s what I’m always chasing after — 
to find creative solutions to problems in 
the world, and to hopefully create more 
opportunities so we can sit back, play 
mini-golf, and listen to music.” -jay boller

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rezgi Hiskias has been around a 
lot of death. 

The St. Paul man was born to 
a shepherding family in war-torn 
Eritrea. During the East African country’s 
30-year freedom fight, bombings and still 
bodies were familiar sights. But it wasn’t 
the violent communist regime that nearly

took his life. 

His semi-nomadic family spent half the 
year traveling with their cows, goats, and 
camels in search of green pastures. On one 
trip, a young Hiskias and his cousin Berhe 
became separated from their group in the 
midst of strong winds and heavy rain. By 
the time the 13-year-olds caught up, the 


rest of their crew had taken shelter under 
a large tree. The boys found another 100 
meters away. 

That’s when the lightning hit, splintering 
the tree and sending electricity through 
their bodies. Hiskias was burnt inside 
and out. 

He doesn’t remember an 5 Thing until 


he woke up freezing by a midnight fire, 
half a day from the nearest village. Berhe 
wasn’t so lucky. 

‘'He died,” Hiskias says faintly. “He was 
not breathing by the time they found him.” 

There wasn’t a Mayo Clinic in rural 1970s 
Eritrea. Hiskias’ wounds didn’t heal prop¬ 
erly. His growth plates were damaged and 
his left knee twisted sideways. He developed 
a severe limp and relied on a cane. 

“I was in so much pain, it was just agoniz¬ 
ing,” he recalls. “Over there it’s so primitive, 
there’s no medical treatment. It’s like a 
remote village you see on TV.” 

Thirty years ago, he came to Minnesota, 
where his sisters lived, on a medical visa. 
He has since had seven surgeries on his 
legs, spinal nerves, and even his brain. 

Hiskias didn’t speak English when he 
arrived, but after gainingpolitical asylum he 
eventually earned his high school diploma. 

In 1984, Hiskias enrolled in the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota’s nursing school. 
His pain was so bad he couldn’t sit down 
in class, so he stood along the back wall. 
Crisscrossing between the West and East 
Banks was “torture.” 

His anguish helped Hiskias realize his 
calling. He’s spent the past 12 years working 
as a hospice nurse at Our Lady of Peace. 
The St. Paul charity provides free care for 
terminally ill patients who are out of money. 

Every day Hiskias sets aside his own 
ailments to make the final days of others 
as comfortable as he can. Some mornings, 
Hiskias hurts so bad he prays that God will 
give him the strength to get through it, to 
help him help them. 

“It humbles me, really,” Hiskias says. 
“You become so sensitive because you go 
through that, then when you see somebody 
in pain you understand how they’re feeling.” 

While he still struggles with his health, 
landing in the ER a few times ayear, Hiskias 
has found happiness in helping others die 
peacefully and with dignity. 

“I make a difference,” he says with 
humble pride. 

Fortunately for the Twin Cities, lightning 
couldn’t kill Frezgi Hiskias. -michael rietmulder

E very day of the year, sun or snow, 
protesters assemble outside 
Planned Parenthood’s Vanda- 
lia Street center in St. Paul. The 
spectacle is easy to ignore when it’s just 
one guy shaking a sign about kingdom 


come. When they come in flocks, scream¬ 
reading out of the Bible as if the word 
of God were some savage insult, Jason 
Garcia shoulders up to intervene. 

Garcia is a towering, 41-year-old bear 
of a man. It’s why the anti-abortion pro¬ 


testers don’t get as aggressive with him 
as they do with other volunteers who 
escort women from their cars to the clinic. 

He’s had his fair share of harassment, 
like being told that he should be protect¬ 
ing women instead of helping Planned 


Parenthood hurt them. Or that he’s been 
feminized by the media, and that his par¬ 
ents would be ashamed of him. But it’s 
nothing compared to what patients endure 
on the most stressful days of their lives. 

‘T’m good at reminding myself that I’m 
here for the patients,” Garcia says. ‘T’m 
not here for the people who yell at me.” 

Last spring, about 2,000 protesters 
descended on Vandalia Street bearing 
Bibles and photoshopped placards of 
brutalized fetuses for their annual Good 
Friday rally. Garcia attended the coun¬ 
ter-rally with his 15-year-old son and a 
friend who was a longtime volunteer 
at the clinic. 

It was surreal. Garcia had grown up 
in a religious family. “But seeing the way 
that got turned on its head, and having 
people shout condemnations while read¬ 
ing the Bible at you, was very strange to 
me,” he reflects. 

The following summer, when the 
Center for Medical Progress released 
a series of undercover videos showing 
Planned Parenthood doctors describing 
the process of retrieving fetal tissue for 
scientiflc research, incensed Republicans 
vowed to defund abortion in America. It 
seemed as if every time Garcia turned on 
the radio, pundits demonized the clinic. 
Even after the videos were debunked, 
presidential candidate Gariy Fiorina 
claimed that Planned Parenthood was 
“butchering babies for their body parts.” 

He’d had enough. He had an able body 
and a smile and a willingness to stand 
outside for several hours at a time to shield 
patients from abuse, so he volunteered. 

“There’s really nothing exceptional 
about me being here,” he says. 

In November, after a gunman killed 
three and injured nine people at a Planned 
Parenthood in Colorado, Garcia received 
frantic messages from friends telling him 
he was a hero for volunteering. “And it’s 
like ‘No, that’s not it. Anybody can go out¬ 
side, say hi to people, and smile.’” -susan du

R uhel Islam and his brother didn’t 
want to just open a restaurant They 
started a restaurant to launch a 
revolution. 

The siblings from Bangladesh opened 
Gandhi Mahal in Minneapolis’ Longfellow 
neighborhood in2008. Splashes of purple and 
orange accent the decor as neighbors, busi¬ 
ness associates, and friends gobble continent¬ 
sized portions of avocado chutney and Bhuna 
Bulabala, a thick meat stew with some kick. 
But it’s the philosophy behind the plate that 
makes Islam’s restaurant shine. 

It’s built on three pillars: environmental 
stewardship, where healthy foods are grown 
in nearby urban gardens. Sustainability, in 
which the natural cycle is honored with 
such practices as using fish waste to fertil¬ 
ize vegetables. And ethical economics, in 
which profit benefits the entire community, 
as evidenced by the community room within 
the restaurant. It’s free to use for anyone with 
a good cause, be it urban farming instruction.

aquaponics classes, or interfaith meetings. 

‘'I am passionate about food and food secu¬ 
rity,” Islam says. “At the restaurant we want 
to bring a diverse group of people together 
through foodby pleasingthe palate. Everybody 
has a dream. This is mine, bringing everyone 
at the same time to the table. Then we can 
have a conversation and dialogue, and bring 
real change and peace. We will no longer be 
strangers to one another.” 

All of Gandhi Mahal’s deliciousness comes 
from sustainable, locally grown sources. Islam 
started with one garden for vegetables. This 
spring, there will be multiple plots of curry, 
green chilies, and spinach. Honey is also 
harvested from beehives on the roof. 

Islam’s devotion to Mother Nature is also on 
display in Gandhi Mahal’s basement A school 
of tilapia fiourishes in a tank. Its wastewater 
provides nutrients to plants such as turmeric, 
lemon, and peppers, which do the filtration 
work. The water is then piped back into the 
tank purified. The cycle begins anew. 

“Freedom and food security through sus¬ 
tainable, locally grown food is what I want 
for my community, for Minneapolis,” says 
Ruhel. “I have learned America is a dream. 
No one should go hungry here. We are leading 
as example, trying our best.” -cory zurowski

PEOPLE’S CHEE 

LACHELLE CUNNINGHAM

T he West Broadway corridor is 
a food desert. Despite myriad 
fast food joints and convenience 
stores, there is very little by way 
of nutrition. Lachelle Cunningham, execu¬ 


tive chef of Breaking Bread Cafe, is charged 
with rectifying that. 

Breaking Bread is run by Appetite for 
Change. The cafe may look unassuming. Its 
mission is anything but: to provide a nutri¬ 


tious gathering place for the community 
and job trainingfor residents. It wants to be 
David to the Goliaths of fast food who hold 
sway over this underserved part of the city. 

This is no easy task. North Minneapo¬ 


lis has traditionally been without much 
access to fresh produce or scratch cook¬ 
ing. And just because you bring it doesn’t 
mean people will instantly embrace it or 
see themselves as deserving. Cunningham 
says that people still occasionally walk into 
her bright, welcoming space and ask, “Am 
I allowed to be in here?” 

The cafe, with its espresso machine, vegan 
sausage, and tofu veggie breakfast tacos 
is a far cry from the greasy air of nearby 
Burger King or Hook Fish and Chicken. 

Cunningham is perfect for the job. She 
began planning special events for the United 
Way, then started throwing elaborate dinner 
parties at home. These led to catering jobs. 

“I’m a caterer at heart,” she says. ‘Which 
isn’t just about food. I’m a caterer to what 
people need and want, too. I’m talking about 
the root of the word.” 

These days, she uses that ethic to train 
restaurant workers for job readiness. Teach¬ 
ing people who have never set foot in a 
professional kitchen is an epic challenge, 
but helpingpeople find alivelihood through 
food is a calling. 

Her culinary wheelhouse is comfort — 
soul food inflected with Caribbean, Spanish, 
and Creole touches. “I’m lucky, because 
I’ve had a lot of cultural experiences that 
people who look like me don’t always get,” 
she says, pointing at the color of her skin. 

She peppers the menu with the French 
technique she learned in culinary school, 
while finding ways to lighten the conven¬ 
tional richness of traditional soul food. 
There’s a breakfast salad with avocado and 
black beans. Caribbean slaw takes the place 
of French fries. Turkey and veggie burgers 
stand in for beef 

Cunningham has dreams beyond the cafe. 
She fantasizes about a food hub with urban 
farming, aquaponics, a co-op— avenues for 
more access to good food, and the better 
health it promotes. 

“Life can be painful to body and spirit,” 
she says. “But we eat to comfort ourselves 
— spiritually, culturally, almost psychologi¬ 
cally. And that will always have me hooked.”

M adeleine Baran’s phone rings. 

She wasn’t expecting a call, 
but this one will take over 
her life, and the lives of many 
others, for the next two years. 


The woman on the other end, Jennifer 
Haselberger, is a former high-ranking 
official within the Archdiocese of Min¬ 
neapolis and St. Paul. It takes just a few 
minutes for Baran, a reporter with Min¬ 


nesota Public Radio, to realize that if 
what Haselberger says is true, the local 
Catholic church had been involved in a 
cover-up of sexual abuse by priests that 
lasted decades. 


It was all true, and then some. Baran 
pursued the complicated tale, peeling 
back its layers, each one darker and more 
rotten than the next. 

Baran knifed through stacks of court 
records detailing abuses, occasionally tak¬ 
ing breaks from readingthe most upsetting 
passages. She interviewed victims, then 
their abusers, asking how their superi¬ 
ors in the church let them get away with 
it. On a trip to Louisiana, she undid the 
myth of former archbishop Harry Fl 5 mn, 
whose lies about meeting with victims’ 
families and reforming church practices 
were believed by Minnesota media. 

In the end, Baran’s reporting implicated 
three archbishops in the conspiracy. The 
last, John Nienstedt, resigned in June, 
just days after criminal and civil legal fil¬ 
ings were brought against him. For their 
exhaustive efforts, Baran and MPR shared 
a Peabody Award, the most prestigious 
accolade in radio. 

But it’s the other, equally unexpected 
phone calls Baran got that mean most to 
her. After the investigation aired, abuse 
victims from across the state started 
calling. There were hundreds of them. 
Some were men who hadn’t told anyone, 
not even their wives of 50 years. They 
weren’t demanding justice. They just 
needed someone to listen. 

‘T’m genuinely honored that someone 
would tell me that — that I would be that 
person,” Baran says as her voice catches 
in her throat. 

The lesson to be learned, she thinks 
now, is about the lengths some will go 
to protect the culture and institutions 
they need to believe in. It happened at 
Penn State. It’s happened in the military, 
in police forces. Through willful igno¬ 
rance, and conviction, people can elevate 
institutions above anything — even the 
well-being of a child. 

Says Baran, ‘Tt takes somebody work¬ 
ing in that institution to say, ‘Enough is 
enough. I know the difference between 
right and wrong.’”

LAURA DAY 



T ell Laura Day that she’s the most 
powerful female sports executive 
in Minnesota, and the deflec¬ 
tion begins. 

She will point to the women running 
the Lynx, the state’s most triumphant 
franchise. She will mention Beth Goetz, 
interim athletic director at the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota. She will tell you that, 
reputation aside, the sporting world no 
longer shares the same demographic as 
a men’s locker room. 

She will be right. But she will also be 
downplaying her role as a pioneer in this 
change. 

Day is the Twins’ executive vice presi¬ 
dent of business development. That’s cor¬ 
porate-speak for saying she’s in charge 
of piling up the loot through ever 3 Thing 
from ticket sales to corporate sponsor¬ 
ships, marketing to concerts. Even Target 
Field itself. 

A circuitous route brought her to this 
moment. She originally wanted to be “the 
next greatest policewoman,” but found 
herself peddling stocks and working in 
marketing. In 1991, a friend suggested 
she apply for a job in Twins promotions. 

She typed a 20-page proposal on an 
archaic instrument known as a typewriter. 
By the end of that year, “I was the only girl 
on the block with a World Series ring.” 

Day later jumped to the Wild, negotiat¬ 
ing TV contracts and helping to build a 
franchise from scratch. She would move 
on to the Vikings, then consulting, before 
reemerging in the Twins’ executive suite. 
She’s no longer a rarity. 

“When I first started with the Twins 
in 1991,1 could count on one hand the 
number of women in the executive ranks 
of Major League Baseball,” she says. 

Public presumption is that it remains 
that way. Baseball, the most hidebound 
of sports, evolves at the pace of a particu¬ 
larly lethargic glacier. Young women often 
ask how she managed to break in, as if it 
involves some eternal mystery. It doesn’t. 

“I’ve never had a problem,” Day says. 
While she may have been among the first, 
the ranks of female execs are “growing 
exponentially.” 

These days, the Twins’ offices of market¬ 
ing, human resources, and legal affairs are 
all headed by women. There’s no magic 
to their rise. “It’s about hard work and 
passion. It’s less about gender.” 

Twenty-five years in. Day’s no longer an 
anomaly. She’s a boss, taking contentment 
from the essential trait of good bosses every¬ 
where: a fondness for reaching back. Pride 
spikes her voice as she rattles off former 
subordinates who’ve risen to impressive 
heights of their own, like the intern who 
now heads up marketing for the NHL. 

“The greatest satisfaction I have today is 
watching young people grow and expand 
their skills sets,” she says. “Maybe some¬ 
thing I said, something I did has had a 
positive impact.” -pete kotz

ine can be difficult. It comes 
into the room all puffed 
up and scholarly like your 
tweedy cousin who gradu¬ 
ated from Yale, who yammers endlessly 
about geography, horticulture, technique, 
and all the rest.

It’s when these two things are really singing 
and you’re having a visceral experience. 

When you walk into a wine shop, you’re 
confused and intimidated, like you’ve been 
dropped in a foreign country where you don’t 
speak the language. Where should a person 
even begin? 

Summerville; 

There’s probably no 
way around doing a 
little reading or 
research before¬ 
hand. If you go into 
an art museum and 
walk around without 
knowing anything 
about the art, your 
experience is prob¬ 
ably going to be 
around a three or a 
four. I mean, what 
the hell does modem 
art even mean? Or, it would be like watch¬ 
ing football without knowing the mles. Try 
The Wine Bible, Wine for Dummies, or Wine 
Folly, for their regular English style. Because 
reading about wine can be boring even for 
someone like me. 

Roland: First, take a deep breath. Ulti¬ 
mately, it’s an agricultural product. It’s the 


most complicated grape juice ever, so don’t 
go it alone. We have an amazing representa¬ 
tion of really hardworking, really down-to- 
earth wine buyers. So find out which wine 
store is closesttoyou, then seek outthe buyer, 
and don’t be afraid of asking questions. I 
have to be a detective when figuring out 
what people like to 
drink. I have to figure 
out why they like it, 
and then stay within 
those parameters. 
Sign up for newslet¬ 
ters at the wine shop. 
And do not buy based 
on the label. Some of 
them are cute, yes, 
and some of them 
are even good, but 
that shouldn’t be a 
deciding factor. 

Why do you think 
wine has taken a back seat to cocktails and 
beer in recent years? 

Summerville; Beer is very democratic, 
because it’s cheap. If you’re a guy, you’re 
probably going to start drinking with Bud- 
weiser. It’s fizzy, it has alcohol, and it’s good. 
Your buddy doesn’t hand you a glass of cab 
and say, ‘‘Here. Let’s get dmnk.” With beer. 


If you have any 
sense of curiosity, 
wine shouldn’t he 
intimidating. 

It should he a path 
of discovery.

you’re not taking a risk, because if you order 
one, it’s probably always going to be good. 
Wine, with its tannins and tartness and age- 
ability is something that takes a long time 
to get to know It’s something you have to 
ease yourself into. It took me a long time. 
But I can relate, because when I go to Tilia 
and see all the taps, I don’t know what the 
fuck those all are either. And cocktails are 
cool. Everyone wants to wear a vest and 
a mustache. 

Roland: Wine is viewed as a very spendy 
product, and cocktails and beer seem a 
little more approachable, so it’s all about 
democratization. But people’s palates are 
being primed with really hoppy IPAs, for 
instance, so I think people are primed to 
get back into wine. Good wine doesn’t have 
to be expensive. And maybe when it is a 
little expensive, and you know about the 
winemaker and region, and the weather 
is terrible but they eek out this wine and 
it’s beautiful, it’s easier to understand the 
price. Also, the taproom boom in Minne¬ 
sota is a bright and shiny new thing, so it’s 
about getting used to that and then sa 5 dng, 
“Okay, how can I take my love of beer and 
cocktails, and that craftsman quality that I 
love, and start appl 5 dng it to wine?” You can 
really geek out about that. It can be a really 
childlike exploration. Wine is not a pocket 
square and a tie. You can talk about wines 
like they’re members of a band. 

What is it about wine that engages you? 

Roland: It’s all about the stories. I’m an 
actor, and it’s kind of an empathy thing. I 
like to get into other people’s worlds and 
find out what makes them tick. Wine is 
like a liquid representation of who [the 
winemakers] are and what makes them tick. 
It’s also all about making memories. Your 
olfactory senses are intrinsically linked to 
memory, so when you’re sharing a bottle 
of wine, and then having it again, you’re 
dredging up memories. And for me that’s 
just a super romantic, beautiful, poetic thing. 

What is your current ajfordable (under $30) 
wine crush? 

Summerville: Marcel Lapierre Morgon, 
any vintage you can find. This can be some 
of the most pleasurable wine an 5 rwhere. 
The grape is Camay. These wines are the 
perfect combination of cerebral and sen¬ 
sual. Runs about $29 at South L 5 mdale — 
not inexpensive exactly, but you get what 
you pay for. 

Roland: Maison Angelot (producer), 2011 
Mondeuse (grape variety), Bugey (subregion 
aka AOC), France. Imported by Charles Neal, 
$15-$20 retail. Can most likely be found 
at Zipps or South Lyndale. Light-medium 
bodied, fruit driven, just enough earth for 
balance. Extremely quaffable (wine speak 
for “easy drinking”). Great with food. 03

WHY PARELLA DIED 
WHILE SCENA 
THRIVES IN UPTDWN 

A syou walk the wintry intersection 
of Lake and Hennepin on the 
way to Scena, Uptown’s new¬ 
ish Italian/crudo restaurant, you 
pass by what used to be Parella. Sadly 
darkened bottles stand stagnant behind 
the bar with no life to lift them. 

A year ago, it was a hopeful and boister¬ 
ous place, the joint dream of chef Todd 
Macdonald and longtime restaurateur 
Michael Larson. It was to be a regional 
Italian restaurant featuring crudo, Italy’s 
answer to sushi — raw fish garnished with 
daubs of sauces. Suddenly, about a half- 
dozen restaurants with the same concept 
were opening at roughly the same time. 
One of them would be across the street. 
The soaring space inside Scena is cir-

cular. The bar area curves like a merry- 
go-round, with ample space to sit on big, 
buttery leather stools. Bartenders mill 
about, at the ready to pour affordably 
priced glasses of wine and craft cocktails. 
A staircase leads to an airy second fioor, 
and the entire room offers sight lines to 
the open kitchen. The vibe is that of a 
big, jovial party. 

The cooking at Parella was precise and 
exacting. Macdonald grew up with wealthy 
parents and the family traveled around Italy 
extensively. Those trips impressed upon 
him the subtle nuances of regional Italian 
cooking, a fact that 
may have worked 
against him in the 
end. The food was 
minimalist, the way 
things are done in 
Italy, staunchly fol¬ 
lowing the seasons 
and letting pristine ingredients drive the 
boat. While Parella wasn’t exactly a fine

diningplace, the precise cooking demanded 
a certain level of service. Service they were 
ultimately unable to deliver. 

At Scena, the menu offers dozens of 
ways to snack. There’s crudo and pasta, 
yes, but also little pizzas, small plates, and 
cheeses. The entrees almost seem like 
an afterthought, but there are meatballs 
and a big steak meant to be shared. It all 
seems to scream, ‘'Order a bunch of stuff! 
Scatter it around the table! Get good and 
tipsy! Have fun!” 

There is a tidal change in fine dining 
nationwide. A greater swath of the Ameri¬ 
can public is interested in eating out and 
eating well. And they’re savvy about it. 
They want good food, but they also want 
it in a comfortable environment. And they 
want it to be affordable. 

When Parasole closed casual Italian 
drink emporium Figlio in 2009, they 
replaced it with higher-end Italian II 
Gatto, and it died after barely two years. 


It all seems to scream, 
“Order a bunch of 
stuff! Scatter it 
around the table! 
Get good and tipsy! 


When Macdonald and Larson opened 
Parella in that space last year, they had a 
chance to revive the spirit of Figlio, that 
lost, beloved Uptown anchor. A few days 
before they closed, Larson tried to morph 
the bar into a more jovial and approach¬ 
able place, serving hot dagos, pizzas, and 
huge meatballs. It was too little, too late. 

Of the handful of Italian/crudo places 
still open in the Twin Cities, Scena may 
have the best chance of making it. They’ve 
even wisely turned their crudo into a party, 
where 100 bucks gets you 10 courses plus 
cocktail pairings from the always enter¬ 
taining Bittercube mixology team. It’s 
limited to eight spots per seating, and it’s 
like a private audience with the chef, who 
can help strip away the mysteries of this 
esoteric trend. 

Probably no place will ever recapture 
the classic approachability that was Figlio. 
But Scena at least got the memo. This is 
a neighborhood brimming with millen- 
nials who have pocketbooks fat enough 
for sleek condos and livers fresh enough 
to drink nightly. And here, the cooking 
isn’t a sacred cow, but a friendly, fortify¬ 
ing cow. -MECCA BOS

MILL CITY NIGHTS 

At times, the political scene already looks 
like a parody. That doesn’t mean that 
there isn’t additional humor to be found 
in our current presidential campaign 
situation.

Hail, Caesar! looks to — and learns from — Hollywood’s Golden Age

W ith the mocking wit we’ve 
come to expect of the Coen 
Brothers, Hail, Caesar! cre¬ 
ates the sort of movie magic 
its makers both celebrate and lampoon. Joel 
and Ethan have assembled for their latest 
comedy a sought-after ensemble — Josh 
Brolin, George Clooney, Scarlett Johansson, 
Channing Tatum, Ralph Fiennes, Tilda 
Swinton, and Jonah Hill — and, to a person, 
directed their talents toward ridiculousness 
of the highest order. It’s a testament to the 
writer-directors’ cache that they almost 
certainly had several other A-listers lining 
up to make fools of themselves. 

Brolin plays Eddie Mannix, a “fixer” 
at the fictional Capitol Pictures that also 
featured in Barton Fink, a much darker 
deconstruction of Holl 5 wood’s inner work¬ 
ings. This is a time when stars are stars and 
the studios do everything in their power 
to keep them that way. Mannix’s laundry 


list of duties revolves around protecting 
the good names of Capitol’s above-the-line 
talents, whether by downplaying rumors of 
their antics to Tinseltown’s leading gossip 
columnist (Swinton) or marrying off an 
unwed mother-to-be (Johansson) whose 
aquatic musicals bring in a pretty penny 
for Capitol. 

Essentially surrounded by cartoon 
characters, Mannix is portrayed as a 
fundamentally decent man, sometimes 
comically so; even his own priest grows 
weary of his frequent visits to the con¬ 
fessional. “You’re not that bad,” the man 
of the cloth tells Mannix after he once 
again admits to sneaking a few cigarettes 
despite telling his wife he’s trying to quit. 
(The actual Mannix may have been less so: 
The MGM exec was suspected of having 
an actor offed.) 

His main concern over the 27 hours that 
Hail, Caesar! takes place: Baird Whitlock 
(Clooney), star of the fictional biblical epic 
from which this film takes its name, has 


disappeared from set just as the lavish 
production is scheduled to finish shoot¬ 
ing. As fate would have it, the leading 
man has been kidnapped by a faction of 
Communists whose subversive ideas the 
not-especially-bright thespian is quickly 
receptive to. 

One of the Coens’ best jokes here is in 
simply casting Clooney again. There’s 
something inherently funny about the fact 
that he’s only appeared in their comedies 
— see also O Brother, Where Art Thou?, 
Intolerable Cruelty, 2 ind Burn After Read¬ 
ing — as well as the fact that he may be 
better at playing blockheads than he is at 
anything else. That holds true here, with 
Clooney’s dunderheaded charm carrying 
many a scene. 

This is the Coens at their most pla 5 dul, 
and Hail Caesar! A Tale of the Christ is 
only one of their films-within-the-film. 
Fiennes’ prestige-picture director is work¬ 
ing on Merrily We Dance while Tatum’s 
singer-and-dancer shoots an elaborately

homoerotic sequence in a musical about 
sailors out to sea. As with much else in the 
movie, these scenes sometimes feel like 
excuses for the Coens to affectionately 
mock their favorite Holl 5 rwood tropes of 
yore — almost the entire plot is a MacGuf- 
fin, with half the humor arising from how 
inconsequential it is. In that sense, it most 
closely resembles The BigLebowski and 
Burn After Reading. 

If that sounds self-indulgent, it’s because 
it is. It’s also riotous more often than not. 
The Coens extend several jokes for so long 
that they momentarily stop being funny, 
only to loop back around and become even 
more hilarious than they were in the first 
place. They may not make them like they 
used to, but at least they still make them 
like this. 03

ne of the most indelible images 
from Danny Boyle’s film ver¬ 
sion of Trainspotting is when 
a heroin addict wakes up in a 
strange bed, covered in shit. 

The guy is understandably weirded out, 
especially as he realizes he is in the comfy 
home of his new girlfriend. He packs up 
the bedding and tries to slink out of the 
house, promising to wash it and bring 
it back. 

Her mom won’t think of it and gets 
into a tug of war with him over the vile 
package. She pulls it free, and the horrible 
mess scatters all over the kitchen. 

Trainspottings stage version opens with 
this moment. Shadow Horse Theatre’s 
production gets it mostly right, offering 
an unflinching — and occasionally funny 
— ride. 

The play takes us to Edinburgh. It cen¬ 
ters on working-class kids engaging in a 
ritual of sex, drugs, and rock ’n’ roll. But it’s 
the drugs that carry the day. Mark, Ewan 
McGregor’s character in the movie, and 
several of his mates are heroin addicts, 
shooting up to add color to their lives. 

They live in the depressed underbelly 
of the city, drifting from job to job, lover 
to lover, and moment to moment. 

Mark has the soul of a stor 3 Teller and a 
clear-eyed sense that he is wasting his life. 
Athletic Tommy will indulge in anything

except for smack, until his girlfriend leaves 
him. Begbie is impossible to understand 
(they use supertitles when he speaks) and 
has a mean streak a mile wide. 

There are important events: A baby 
dies in a heroin house. Mark’s brother, a 
soldier, is killed by the IRA. Tommy gets 
AIDS from a dirty needle. There isn’t a tra¬ 
ditional plot. Think of these as snapshots. 

As Mark, Craig Hostetler keeps us 
focused through midway of the second 
act. Hostetler doesn’t make the character 
nearly as interesting when he’s clean. 

That isn’t a problem for Josef Buchel, 
who takes us through Tommy’s fall from 
bright, energized lad to someone who no 
longer wants to live. 

Whatever you do, don’t go into this 
Trainspotting expecting to see Boyle’s 
movie on stage. There’s no Iggy Pop. No 
Spud and very little Sick Boy. No oddly 
hewed-in heist. 

Instead, this Trainspotting is full of 
sharply defined characters, often dis¬ 
gusting humor, and scenes so intimate 
that we feel as though we are just one 
needle away from joining this crew in 
the shooting gallery. 03

Even cynical hipsters aren’t immune to the undeniable power of local rap star Lizzo.

L izzo is a hot commodity. So hot, in 
fact, that obtaining the interviews 
necessary to compose this article 
turned into a task so arduous and 
pregnant with delays and false starts, it 
was almost lost to history. 

You can probably guess what happens 
next. Miraculously, after a brief period 
of editorial fisticuffs, the project was 
resuscitated in the eleventh hour when 
an indifferent PR man and a dogged writer 
conspired to make a telephone interview 
happen just in the nick of press time. The 
fact you’re reading this at all is a testament 
to some behind-the-scenes, Spotlight-\eve\ 
journalistic heroism. 

But enough inside baseball: We finally 
got Lizzo on the line. The budding star — 
who celebrates her new album. Big Grrrl 
Small World, Saturday at First Avenue — is 


the latest local to make the jump into the 
Twin Cities vaunted class of fiagship trea¬ 
sures. It’s a space she now shares with the 
likes of Doomtree, Poli9a, Passive Aggres¬ 
siveness, and Fierce Loyalty to Regional 
Supremacy in the Face of Objective Reason. 

This final item of local lore is mentioned 
somewhat in jest, but there is a feedback 
loop that can follow ascension to the top 
of the artistic food chain in the City of 
Lakes and Sincere Circle Jerks. In a town 
where the musical acts selected to be our 
national representatives are treated with 
the kind of revere usually reserved for 
sports superstars and biblical martyrs, 
it can be difficult to trust the solipsistic 
processes that yield our heroes supreme. 

Before finally succumbing to (the 
properly rated, magnificent) talents of 
Lizzo, I’ll admit that I stood at the gates 
of bangers with a head full of skepticism. 
Not because of the wares the Houston- 


raised, Minneapolis-based rapper was 
peddling, which were ignored until the 
levy finally burst. No, it was a reaction to 
the familiar experience of getting burned 
by local press mechanisms and buzz gen¬ 
erators promising gold but instead turn¬ 
ing over mediocrity cradled in h5^erbolic 
adjectives. 

Enlightenment was found during Lizzo’s 
set at the Totally Gross National Product 
showcase at Icehouse last fall. It was a 
performance that put to bed a lifetime 
of petty, pretentious, cynical misgivings. 
The music was innovative, and made it 
impossible to stand by idly in a cool-guy 
pose. The bars were fire; the choreography 
was insatiable. Above all else, though, the 
performance captured something that 
often eludes the bedrock of our hip-hop 
community: It was fun. 

There’s a magnetism and charisma 
that’s innate and obvious in the Minne-

apolis transplant. That part is natural and 
exceptional, but it’s not what sets Lizzo 
apart from her peers. What gives her an 
edge and sky’s-the-limit potential is the 
maniacal, even Jordan-esque engine that 
propels her. 

‘T feel focused,” Lizzo says of her grind 
when finally reached in Los Angeles via 
FaceTime. “[And that’s] great because 
for a long time, I didn’t know what the 
hell I was doing.” 

Grace Holden, one of Lizzo’s dancers — 
known by fans as Big GRRRLs — describes 
keeping up with Lizzo. 

“She doesn’t stop. She’s always going, 
and when she’s in town she finds time 
to rehearse with us and to work even 
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more. Lizzo’s a professional. She learns 
all the choreography and she’s making 
new music. Then there are new songs 
and more workshops are set up for us to 
learn new choreography. It’s just rolling. 
It keeps coming.” 

In speaking with Lizzo, the scope of 
her schedule came into focus. There is 
no down time. She hasn’t carved out a 
second to bask in the glow of December’s 
BigGRRRL Small World and the interna¬ 
tional adulation that came with it. The 
month spent in California was all business, 
spent writing and recording for the next 
Lizzo record. 

When asked how she’ll spend the time 
leading up to Saturday’s show, the real-life 
Melissa Jefferson reports it’s naturally 
another grueling week of punching the 
clock at the funhouse. The days will be

Spent in long sessions with choreographers 
and her dancers learning new routines 
for the upcoming tour. Lizzo says it’s the 
only element she’s nervous about, though 
she sounds pretty breezy on the subject as 
she spoons out the inside of an avocado. 

As far as the upcoming gig at First Ave is 
concerned, the show is more than a victory 
lap. For Lizzo, 27, it’s highly symbolic; it’s 
her first solo headlining gig at Minneapolis’ 
iconic club, the kind of show to which all 
local musicians aspire. 

“It means a lot” she says, citing D’Angelo 
and Sleater Kinney as recent First Ave 
performers who have inspired her. “This 
is definitely going to be a landmark for 
me. I’m excited to do the things I’ve seen 
other people do in that room.” 

What comes after the tour isn’t revealed 
completely in our conversation. There 
will be more gigs, including high-profile 
dates like her recently announced slot at 
Bonnaroo. There will be more writing, 
more dances to learn. There’ll be another 
record pieced together from the L.A. ses¬ 
sions and future dates. More ink will be 
spilled by journalists — even the most 
begrudging ones — trying to figure out 
how to describe her allure. For insight 
on being Lizzo, she offered the following:

SONY MUSIC 


WET 

7TH ST. ENTRY, SATURDAY 2.6 

There isn’t an 5 l;hing particularly complex 
about Wet’s music, but that isn’t necessarily 
a bad thing. The Brooklyn trio has eagerly 
accessible lyrics about love and loss cou¬ 
pled with predictable pop production. That 
formula is quickly gaining them national 
attention, including a spot on The Tonight 
Show with Jimmy Fallon last month. Wet 
cites ’90s R&B music as a main influence, a 
claim that has been challenged by outlets like 
Pitchfork for its inauthenticity and failure 
to materialize. This much is true: Vocalist 
Kelly Zutrau’s smooth croon clearly mimics 
the likes of Mary J. Blige and Usher. After 
their self-titled EP and a slew of singles and 
remixes in 2015, Wet released their debut 
full-length. Don’t You, in late January. North 
Carolina singer-songwriter Kelsey Lu opens.

AU PAIR 

TURF CLUB, SATURDAY 2.6 

Au Pair is a collaboration between the Jay- 
hawks’ Gary Louris and the Old Ceremony’s 
Django Haskins, who met while partici¬ 
pating in a 2013 Big Star tribute concert. 
They’ve described their music as “the Everly 
Brothers meet Pink Floyd,” which rings 
true enough on their rootsy, psychedelic 
debut, One-Armed Candy Bear. The album 
is a folk-leaning affair of breezy, sunny, 
classic pop conceits, except when it gets 
weirdly wonderful on tangents that twist 
with crafty intent. Louris and Haskins spin 
vocals that harmonize, snap, soar ethere¬ 
ally, or shout with folk revival fervor. The 
duo, plus producer Brian Haran, tweaks the 
tunes in innumerable ways, from gorgeous 
acoustic guitar duets to body percussion. 
The songs undulate with electronic effects, 
krautrock references, mid-’60s freakouts, 
melodies that melt like a Dali watch, and 
even an electric guitar maelstrom straight 
out of the Byrds’ “Eight Miles High.” Lyrics 
are equally quirky, sometimes juxtapos¬ 
ing uplifting melodies with darker tales 
of stalking, brain injury, untimely death.

MARTIN COURTNEY 

7TH ST. ENTRY, SUNDAY 2.7 

For his solo debut, Many Moons, Real Estate 
frontman Martin Courtney didn’t stray too 
far from his band’s suburban psych-pop 
haze. Released last year, the album offers 
layers of open chords, creating cloudy atmo¬ 
spheres for Courtney’s musings on age and 
traveling. Without Real Estate lead guitarist 
Matt Mondanile’s lyrical lead licks beside 
him, however, Courtney’s solo effort leaves 
lots of free space for his simple rhythms 
to wash over the sound. Many Moons pro¬ 
ducer (and Woods multi-instrumentalist) 
Jarvis Taveniere joins Courtney on the road 
for a tour that’s probably been described 
many times as “chill.” Live, Courtney’s 
setup includes a chiming 12-string that 
adds a new layer to the sleepy-sounding 
frontman’s tone. The guitar comes across 
like a reverse alarm clock that rings when 
it’s time to drift off dreaming.

THE JOHN SCOFIELD & 

JOE LOVANO QUARTET 

DAKOTA JAZZ CLUB, MONDAY & 

TUESDAY 2.8-9 

Guitarist John Scofield and tenor saxophon¬ 
ist Joe Lovano, each a genuine modern 
jazz giant in his own right, still achieve 
something more than the sum of their 
impressive parts on the occasions they 
play together. Berklee grads renowned 
for their inventive approaches to jazz in 
general, both are inveterate, adventurous 
explorers. Scofield, who played for a bit 
with Miles Davis, is particularly eclectic, 
often injecting rock energy into jazz con¬ 
texts, but also venturing into funk, soul, 
and gospel. Scofield and Lovano had an 
especially impressive run together in the 
early ’90s. They revived the quartet, its 
magical guitar-saxophone tensions and 
releases, plus Bill Stewart’s supple rhythm 
work, last year on Past Present, with Larry 
Grenadier on bass. All compositions were 
written by Scofield, with nods to the blues 
(“Slinky”), swing (“Museum”), groovy soul- 
jazz (“Get Proud”), plus a glorious post¬ 
bop run on the title track. At least some of 
the material was written while Scofield’s 
son battled cancer, lending poignancy to 
tunes like “Mr. Puffy.” $45 at 7 p.m.; $30 
at 9 p.m.
